London, Aug. 8. — The Entente Al- 
lies in the main tiieaters of the war 
have made additwnal notable g-ains 
'against the Teotonic - AlHeK Big ad- 
vances for them in France, East (iali- 
cia and along the eastern front are 
recorded in the latest communications 
issued bjr the French, Russian and 
Italian War offices. 

The Gorizia bridgehead, the key to 
an advance to Triest, and over which 
the Aastriansand Italians have fought 
many notablo battles, has at last fall- 
en into the hands of the Italians, and 
the city of Gorizia is being shelled by 
them in an endeavor to drive out its 
dsCniders. The taking of the bridge- 
head came with the capture of .Monte 
Sabotino and Monte San Michele. In 
the fighting the Italians took more 
than 8,000 prisCners and a large num- 
ber of guns, machine guns and a 
quantity of war materials. 

The Russians, in their advance 
againtt the Austro-Oermans in East 
Galicia, have taken territory aggregiit- 
ing sixty-one square miles, according 
to the Russian utiiciul communication. 
In pursuit tbsrTeutons, the Rus- 
sians have taken additional villages in 
the Dniester n-fjion. 

Notable gains have been made by 
the Frenob iniUM Sorame battle. In 
two days they have carried German 
trenches along a front of more than 
ihrci- iild a Iiair .^, t I a depth of 
from 300 to 500 meters. In the Ver- 
dun sector they have succeeded in 
regaining a foothold in the Thiaumotit 
work.
